Plasterers’, Stuccoers’ and Interior 
Decorators’ Scaffolds 

Are 6 Feet in Height. 

They are placed along the side of the wall the 
same as the old wood horses. 

They may be spaced any distance apart you desire 
(to suit the length of your scaffold boards). You cut 
The Ledger Timbers any length—to determine the 
width of the scaffold. 

Any height scaffold may be built, as one trestle 
clamps on top of the lower one with a clamp bolt 
You may build it 10 trestles high and it will be as 
rigid at the top as it is at the bottom (which is more 
rigid than it is possible to build the old wood scaffold) 

NO NAILS are used in building this scaffold 
COMMON LABORERS set it up, which keeps the 
cost of erection down to the lowest point. It is built 
in less than one-half the time required to build a 
wood scaffold and it is taken down in one-fourth the 
time required to wreck a wood scaffold. 

As no nails are used—the timbers are uninjured 
and may be used over and over again. 

No Nail Pulling After Wrecking. 

No Put-Log Holes to Patch. 

When not in use, the trestles and timbers can be 
stored in a very small space. 

As for STRENGTH, they will support three or 
four times the weight that you are likely to place 
upon them in ordinary use.
